4. The subject registration will be limited to Bacillus thuringiensis mCrySA protein and the genetic
material (vector pZM26) necessary for its production in MIR604 corn (SYN-IR604-5) x Bacillus
thuringiensis Cry IF protein and the genetic material (vector PHI8999) necessary for its production
in TC1507 corn (DAS-01507-1) x Bacillus thuringiensis eCry3.1Ab protein and the genetic
material (vector pSYN12274) necessary for its production in 5307 corn (SYN-05307-1).

5. MIR 604 x TCI507 x 5307 Corn may only be used for breeding purposes, agronomic testing,
increasing inbred seed and producing hybrid seed corn up to a total of 20,000 acres per county and
up to a combined United States (U.S.) total of 250,000 acres per plant-incorporated protectant active
ingredient per year. Commercial plantings of this product for the purposes of grain production and
controlling corn insect pests are prohibited.

6. This plant-incorporated protectant may be combined through conventional breeding with other
registered plant-incorporated protectants that are similarly approved for use in combination, through
conventional breeding, with other registered plant-incorporated protectants to produce inbred corn
lines and hybrid corn varieties with combined pesticidal traits.

7. Submit/cite all data required to support the individual plant-incorporated protectants in MIR604 corn
and 5307 corn and determined by the Agency to be acceptable, within the timeframes required by the
terms and conditions of EPA Registration Numbers 67979-5 and 67979-22, respectively. Failure to
comply with this term will subject this registration to cancellation in accordance with FIFRA section
6(e).

If these conditions are not complied with, the registration will be subject to cancellation in accordance
with FIFRA Section 6(e). Your release for shipment of this product constitutes acceptance of these
conditions. A stamped copy of the label is enclosed for your records.

The basic confidential statement of formula (CSF) dated January 23, 2014 is acceptable and supersedes all
prior basic CSFs.
